A Daring Enterprise- 


NEW York, July 24.—The steamer Ocean 


Queen has arrived from Aspiowall with im- 
portant news,. At Guayaquil, Ecuador, the 
President, Garcia Moreno, has seized aa 
English steamer of the Pacific Steam Nav- 
igation Company while loading, and having 
driven the officers and crew ashore aftbe 
point of the bayonet, placed troops and can- 
non and other munitions of war aboard and 
steamed for the month of the river, where 
the revolutionists were lying at anchor in 
the vessels seized from the Government.— 
She ran into one of those vessels, catting 
her amidships to the water's edge and sink- 
ing her. After a short engagement, the 
others surrendered. The bulk of the peo- 
ple aboard, including the leader, TJrbana, 
made their escape into the woods. 


The prisoners were brought to Guaya- 


quil and twenty seven of them instantly 
shot. 
After this Moreno started for Tam- 


bes where he expected to capture more' 
victims. 
After his return to Guayaquil, 


the President returned the steamer to the 
Captain, who received her, under protest, 
and got at the same time twenty thousand 
pounds for three days' service of the ves- 
sel. ^ The seizure is still an open question, 
having been referred to the manager of tha ' 
company at Callao. 
The President holds 


that under some old law spokeu of by Vat-' 
tel he had a right to take the vessel, and the 
British Consul appeared to agree with him. 


Internal Revenue Decision. 


The Commissioner of- Internal Revenue 


has rendered the following decision; Banks, 
in making returns of dividends and taxable 
gains, should include the amount in income 
derived from investments in bank, insurance 
and railroad stocks, although snch may 
have previously paid tax as a dividend.— 
The tax imposed upon tha circulation and 
deposits of banks continues to accrue so 
long as the prescribed conditions exist.— 
"While, therefore, any portion of the circu- 
lation exceeding five per cent, of the char- 
tered or declared capital is outstanding, or' 
any of thc deposits remain in the custody 
of the hank or its agents, the liability to 
make returns and pay tax thereon will 
continue.
